THE DARIEN CANAL, 


¢1n,—Having in'the Mining Journal of last Saturday directed at- 
tention to the extraordinary facilities for opening a ship canal com- 
munication between the Atlantic and Pacific, presented by the short 
line across the Isthmus of Darien, 70 miles east of the Isthmus of 
Panama, and suggested the propriety of forming an association for 
the purpose of povering it, I beg to offer some further remarks on 
the subject. The objects of the proposed association will be.— 
1. To make a detailed survey of the line from Caledonia Harbour to 
the Gulf of San Miguel, via the Sucubti and Savana Rivers.—2. To 
obtain from the Government of the United States of Colombia (for- 
merly the Republic of New Granada) a concession of the tract of 
country from sea to sea, with a privilege for cutting a canal and 
levying tolls.—3. To form a company to carry out the undertaking. 
In order to secure the co-operation of the British, French, and United 
States Governments in the survey, applications should be made to 
them for the dispatch by each of a vessel of war and an engineer to 
Caledonia Harbour. The line having been previously marked out 
and cleared by a small party under my directions, for without this 
essential preliminary the surveyors may gg astray in the forest, and 
fail to find the only line of low elevation, the survey can be made by 
an engineer, with two assistants, in less than three months; as they 
will have the aid of the Government engineers, of parties of sailors 
from the ships, and of a large number of convicts under a guard, 
who will be sent from Carthagena by the Government of Colombia. 
The survey having been made, and the plans forwarded to Bogota, 
a privilege for 99 years, with a concession of all the lands necessary 
for the canal, and of 200,000 acres on its banks, will be granted to 
the association. The survey and concession will then constitute a 
basis upon which it will not be difficult to form a company to raise 
the capital necessary for the execution of the work.

ON LA PLATA STATES, 


§rr,—The events now taking place upon the waters and shores of 
La Plata are of importance to the future of the Atlantic States of 
South America, and probably to the Pacific States of that continent 
also. The commerce of Great Britain and the United States of Ame- 
rica with those countries must also be affected by the issue. It is 
surprising, under those circumstances, how little attention is given 
here to the struggle between Paraguay and the Allies. The trade of 
Great Britain with La Plata States is considerable, and when the 
origin, character, and prospects of the war are generally understood 
here there will be hope that the moral influence of our Govern- 
ment and people will cause its termination. The war is now waged 
against Paraguay by all the other La Plata States. The chief of 
these in population, power, and stability of Government is the Em- 
pire of Brazil. The Argentine Confederation, and the Banda Oriental, 
although less populous and potent than the neighbouring empire, are 
territories possessing splendid resources, and would, if well governed, 
be powerful on the South American continent, and influential in re- 
moter relations, The most ambitious of all the States of South Ame- 
rica is Brazil; her Government has been the most stable, and her 
credit in Europe, especially in Great Britain, was until this war 
commenced solid. Her object is eventually to close the River Plate, 
and either in alliance with Buenos Ayres or holding the sole supre- 
macy, deprive Paraguay and Uruguay of freedom of trade upon that 
great outlet. Buenos Ayres is actuated by a similar policy, although 
the form of Government of the Argentine Confederation is so different 
from that of the Empire. The result of the war, so far, has been the 
complete blockade of Paraguay, and an amount of bloodshed and 
destruction among the belligerents never previously known in the 
wars and revolutions of South America. 

By a series of antecedent intrigues on the part of the Brazilian and 
Argentine Governments, and a civil war in the “ Banda Oriental,” 
the present Dictator was made chief of the State, and has, of course, 
joined the alliance against Paraguay, contrary to the interests and 
the will of almost the whole people of Uruguay. So far the Allies 
have incurred on field and river signal defeat; and a crisis now ap- 
proaches, which will decide the freedom of the Plate, Parana, Uru- 
guay, and Paraguay Rivers. If Paraguay conquers, there will be 
opened up to the commerce of this country regions which for fertility, 
climate, and resources are not surpassed; if the Allies conquer, the 
Plate and its confluents will be as much shut out from commerce as 
the Amazon, until lately, has been, and its great confluents still are. 
It is interesting to the readers of the Mining Journal to know the 
character of those countries, especially in reference to mineral re- 
sources; and there can be no doubt that with a free commerce along 
the Parana and Paraguay waters British mining enterprise would 
find an extensive scope. 

The mineral wealth of South America, although much talked of, is 
practically little known, especially in La Plata States, although the 
neighbourhood of Buenos Ayres formerly added much to the mineral 
wealth of the world. The perpetually recurring revolutions in all 
the Spanish settlements of South America prevented foreign capital 
from being invested in peaceful pursuits, as it otherwise would have 
been. This was especially the case in mines and manufactures, where 
the hands employed would be necessarily numerous, and where the 
contingency of all being impressed for the purposes of war continually 
impended. Recently emigration set in towards these rich countries, 
and but for the present war would have accelerated the development 
of their riches, The mineral wealth of the Argentine Confederation 
is very great. The province of Catamara is very rich in copper and 
silver, It has six smelting establishments, of which one, “Del Passo,” 
belongs to an enterprising English merchant from Monte Video (Mr, 
Laford), where everything is arranged on a large and European 
scale, The province of Tucuman, on the eastern declivities of the 
Andes, possesses abounding mineral resources, upon which no enter- 
prise has been brought to bear. The precious metals, copper, lead, 
and iron, are reported by competent geologists as contributing to 
the mineral treasures of that province. What is said of Tucuman 
may be also said of San Luis. The province of San Juan, which 
contains a supe~ficies of 16,000 square miles, would, probably, be the 
richest silver-producing country in the world, if rightly worked. It 
is represented by scientific mineralogists that San Juan possesses 
upwards of 4000 square miles, which may be described as a perfect 
network of veins of valuable metals. There can be no doubt from 
the examinations made that the argentiferous leads are extraordi- 
nary rich in silver, and the quantities of these are incalculable. 
There exist now nine small establishments of the rudest kind for ex- 
tracting the silver from the ore, and a considerable quantity of the 
latter is sent on mules to Corroba, a distance of 600 miles, to be 
smelted and refined; even with this great augmentation of cost the 
ore pays well. Bituminous coal has also been found there. A very 
rich argentiferous deposit has been recently discovered, and has been 
explored and worked under the direction of Mr. F. T. Rickard, F.C.S. 
The most interesting districtis that of Pondal, about 120 miles 8.8. W. 
from the town, There are more than 30 mines all worked for chlo- 
rides; but there, as indeed everywhere in La Plata territories, capital 
and scientific men to direct its use are sadly wanted, 

The States of Uruguay (Banda Oriental) and Paraguay are never 
outof South America considered so rich in metalliferous treasures as 
the Argentine Confederation, but the unworked stores of metal in 
the bowels of the earth in these countries are enormous. The Re- 
public of Uruguay, of which the beautiful city of Monte Video is the 
capital, is rich in gold, silver, copper, lead, iron, coal, salt, sulphur, 
and precious stones, particularly the Department of Minas. There 
gold has been found plentifully in the river San Francisco of 19 to 
“0 carats, but the want of law and order has prevented the develop- 
ment of these grand resources to any great extent. In Paraguay 
beace has long prevailed, the policy of that State being free trade 
and non-intervention preserved it from the disasters which befel all 
(ue surrounding States. For nearly 30 years a stable and practical 
on smeneat has directed the affairs of the Republic. The Govern- 
e nt Survey is not yet perfect, but reliable reports have been made

The result has been that the foresight in 
this respect of the President proved the safety of the Republic, for 
the presenf war found it supplied from its own mines, forests, and 
quarries with all the appliances of ships, arms, and fortresses. The 
quality of the Paraguay ironis most excellent, resembling the very best 
Swedish. Close to the mines, at a place called Ibiquy, a foundry has 
been established, which was managed at its commencement by an 
Englishman, Before the war broke out 400 men were employed 
there. Fine specimens of machinery of various kinds have been sent 
from this foundry to the capital (Ascunscion). Cannon of a very su- 
perior kind have been made at Ibiquy for several years, but during 
the present war guns to carry 300-lb., and even 500-lb., balls have 
been manufactured, and their effectiveness is shown by the shattered 
condition of the Brazilian fleet; in fact, the iron mines of Paraguay 
may be said to be the only ones in the La Plata region worked to 
practical purposes. 

When this war has terminated, if favourable to Paraguay she will 
offer a splendid field for British enterprise in the further development 
of her iron, the manufacture of steel, and the efficient exploration 
and working of her numerous and valuable mines, Should the issue 
of the war be favourable to Paraguay, the fortunes of Uruguay will be 
most favourably influenced. The Dictator Flores, held in his posi- 
tion only by Brazilian and Buenos Ayrean influence, will, no doubt, 
be again an exile, and the “ Banda Oriental” prove itself, like Para- 
guay, worthy of being free, and one of the grandest countries in the 
New World,—London, Oct. 1, ——— CIvIs.

THE NEW PROCESS FOR MAKING CHLORINE. 


Srr,—I have always hitherto in the short correspondence which 
has taken place between Mr. Walter Weldon and myself treated 
him as a gentleman, but now that he has thought fit to renounce the 
line of fair argument for that of scurrilous abuse, and has found it 
necessary to bolster up a wretched cause by blustering misrepresen- 
tations, I can no longer descend to notice such an antagonist, but, 
holding him at arm’s length, will henceforth regard and treat him as one of the 
literary roughs of London. It will seen from the testimonials which I for- 
warded last week, and which, as your readers will not fail to have perceived, 
were signed by no less than SEVEN disinterested and most respectable witnesses, 
it will be seen, I say, that these supposed and!much-vaunted improvements have 
been long since practised by me upon a large scale, and that, therefore, Mr. 
Walter Weldon’s PATENT IS NOT WORTH THE PAPER UPON WHICH ITIS PRINTED. 
If the directors of the new company think otherwise, my opinion need not pre- 
vent them from proceeding with the supposed new process for making chlorine. 
They must entirely follow their own judgment in the affair ; but if they should 
feel disinclined to proceed in this matter, there are many other patents of Mr. 
Weldon’s, offering a secure investment, for he is by no means confined either to 
bleach or spirit-rapping. 

Culling at random only a 34 from the many and rich productions of this 
powerful genius, may I suggest Mr. Walter Weldon’s new and important system 
of navigating the air by means of BALLOONS, for which he has obtained Her 
Majesty's Royal Letters Patent. The patent isdated August 29, 1863 ; and after, 
as I suppose, considerable opposition from rival inventors anxious to secure this 
golden prize, it was finally and safely sealed on February 26,1864. It is entitled 
**Improvements in Apparatus for Aerial Navigation,’’ and mainly consists, to 
use the words of the learned inventor himself, of any number of distinct bags, 
“connected together in a line, AFTER THE FASHION OF THE CARRIAGES OF A 
RAILWAY TRAIN.’’ The simple process of working this arrangement is then 
briefly described, and is as follows :—Mr. Weldon first inflates these numerous 
bags with a certain light gas, not specifically named, and then with the spirit 
and confidence of true genius, commits his invention to the four winds of heaven. 
He informs us, however, that it will float horizontally, and will be capable of 
being propelled and steered (of course), though the means whereby these latter 
operations are accomplished are not named, neither is any drawing given of this 
most valuable and interesting invention, which, if properly brought before the 
notice of the British Association, would unquestionably commend itself to the 
commercial world. I suppose I shall only be abused for offering this friendly 
suggestion. 

Brain-suckers are, of all mean men, the very meanest; and although as I have 
before stated I will never again stoop to reply, otherwise than in a court of law, 
to any letter or communication from Mr. Weldon, or his abettors (the disap- 
pointed promoters of my filched invention for making chlorine), yet, in defer- 
ence to the great body of your readers, I will certainly in this final and parting 
epistle, say a few words destructive of the imputations in Mr. Weldon’s last, 
lest they should for a moment suppose them to be supported by aught but deep- 
rooted malice. Mr. Weldon twits me with the remarkable ignorance displayed 
in the notes of my experiments at Wooburn ; the true, honest, and easy explana- 
tion of the whole affair being this. I felt when at Wooburn that there was a 
watch upon me, I heard the very strict and oft-repeated injunctions given, to 
keep a most accurate record of every experiment I made, and of all quantities, 
results, details, and the various items of information connected with my proceed- 
ings. This fact, coupled with a degree of social distance and frigidity, put meon 
my guard. I feltthatI ought to have been there in aspiritof mutual confidence, 
and for ultimate mutual benefit ; and that the confidence was allon myside. I de- 
termined to pursue my businessina fair spirit, but in a cautious manner, so as to 
protect my legitimate interest,and with this view I drew up some of my own notes 
ina certain rough and defensive cypher. I thought thatsooner or later, if mat- 
ters did not run smoothly, some unscrupulous charlatan would con over these 
very notes, with a view to make some profitable annexation to his little stock 
of knowledge; but, quite unaware at that time of the existence even of Mr. 
Walter Weldon, I could not suppose that he would be the first to have the laugh 
turned against him. That my precaution was just and well founded noone can 
doubt who has carefully read the subsequent. offer which was made to me, and 
the VERBAL security of after payment for my services, referred to in my last 
letter, as well as the general matter contained in this correspondence. Mr. 
Walter Weldon says, in continuation, that ‘Iam alike ignorant of chemical 
facts, and of the recoguised methods of constructing chemical formule.’’ With 
regard to the first part of this accusation, it will be seen by your readers, from 
the testimonials attached to my last letter, that I was not only aware of, but 
was absolutely some years ago applying, certain chemical facts in the manufac- 
ture of chlorine, which he afterwards appropriated, and now distinctly and 
vehemenently declares himself to have been profoundly ignorant previously ; 
and, with regard to the second part of the accusation, I havealready explained 
above, my very good reasons for keeping such as him from prying too curiously 
into my notes or records ; but I will now add something more. 

I will ask any unprejudiced person to pay a visit to the Patent Office, and look 
at the first page of Mr. Walter Weldon’s celebrated specification for the manu- 
facture of chlorine, No, 1948, 1867. In that he will see the grand equation, which 
I here copy to the letter :—2H Cl+ Hn 02=2HO+Hn C1+Cl. Will any chemist 
be kind enough to inform your readers what Hn is, here twice repeated in the 
same line, I for one must confess my profound ignorance of this symbol, unless 
it is another new discovery of Mr. Walter Weldon’s. Is it H, or Hg, or Mn, or 
what? If the last-named it is comprehensible. I may say that I refer to the 
printed copy, but I can hardly suppose that any compositor could make twosuch 
awful blunders in one and the same line. Myseeming blunders were intentional, 
but his would appear to have been committed because he did not know better. 
Being compelled, from the inherent weakness of his cause, to shirk the real 
question at issue, he proceeds to introduce various irrelevant topics to draw 
away the reader’s attention from the main point, and at length, after a long 
and common-place quotation relative to the original introduction of chlorine as 
a bleaching agent, and which must be about as much a novelty to your readers 
as the invasion of William the Conquerer, he finally seizes upon my patent for 
hydrochloric acid, and, as he vainly thinks, triumphantly disposes of it. Here 
the venue is shifted with a vengeance. It is no longer chlorine, it is hydro- 
chloric acid; no longer Mr. Weldon’s supposed invention which is under dis- 
cussion, itis my invention. Then follow two more long quotations from my 
patent for making hydrochloric acid, and Mr. Sonstadt’s for the manufacture 
of the metal magnesium. ‘This is intended to prove that my invention is not 
new, but it is a wretched failure. I have ample evidence to prove that all the 
seemingly subversive matter, which Mr. Weldon now brings forward with such 
evident and vindictive gusto, was known to me, and discussed with others, long 
before my patent for hydrochloric acid was even applied for, It was found in 
no way to interfere with the validity of my patent. But this is a matter for 
discussion elsewhere, and the best proof I can give of my certain conviction is 
this, that if Mr. Walter Weldon thinks fit to infringe the patent, I do not lack 
funds for any such purpose, and I will be down upon him like a thunderbolt. 

Mr. Walter Weldon next digresses to my paper on hydrochloric acid, and the 
stapleof his remarks thereon, as before, comprises numerous illustrations of his 
immense knowledge as contrasted with my consummate ignorance. He then re- 
fers to another patent of mine for Inflammable Gases, also dragged in by the 
horns to distract attention, and to afford fresh matter for attempted mutilation ; 
but again in vain. The egotism and sickening conceit which run throughout 
the whole of his letter are scarcely equalled in imtensity by the transparent 
anxiety to injure which is stamped on every line. Does Mr. Walter Weldon sup- 
pose that I fear his attacks upon my patents? I am not quite so silly as to in- 
vest him with any such importance. If he can find any amusement in picking 
imaginary holes in any of them he is most welcome to do so—it cannot hurt me. 
But as his past letters are already in the hands of my solicitor, and as any others 
he may write will surely find their way into thesame placid channel, I hope for 
his own sake he will adhere a little to the truth, and say nothing to excite the 
special notice or ire of the gentlemanin question. But to give him (Mr. Weldon) 
any further attention—to waste more time in answering the letters of a mere 
pretender to a philosopher—a professor, in fact, of spirit-rapping and balloon- 
ing, and other supposed new processes, all in one breath,—a man who cannot 
stand toa fair argument, but is always shuffling from conviction by the intro- 
duction of other and irrelevant topics, and whose style is marked by such studied 
and deep-seated, but withal harmless venom, is an occupation henceforth beneath 
my notice. I will not even trouble myself further to read his letters, nor those 
of his supporters in the same cause whom I know, and of whom I have spoken, 
I have proved my original statement to be true by seven separate endorsements. 
I have torn the mask from Mr. Weldon’s pretensions. I have shown his sup- 
posed new process in its correct light, and his letters to be a mere tissue of 
wilful misstatements, which will, doubtless, be again repeated in various forms. 
Having now, therefore, proved the nature of my opponent, I care literally 
nothing for what he says, within certain obvious limits. He may fret, and 
fume, and chafe, but his sere and faded laurels, as I believe he calls them, will 
scarcely afford him much satisfaction under all circumstances, I have merely 
in this matter sought to justify and defend myself against impericism, and if 
now, but again within due limits, he seeks to soothe his wounded vanity upon 
paper, by striving to combine in every sentence the poison of the cobra with 
the cunning of the fox, such a course is entirely open to his option, and I trust 
it will, in one of two ways, tend eventually to his benefit. But let him re- 
member the empty labours of Sisyphus, and beware that the stone, which he 





rolls with so much toll and effort to the top of the mountain, does not fall back 
again upon his own head. So much for Mr. Walter Weldon.

THE NEW PROCESS FOR MAKING CHLORINE, 
MR. BAGGS AND HIS “ ‘TESTIMONIAL.’’ 


S1z,—To such a letter as that from Mr. Baggs which appeared in 
last Saturday’s Journal, no man with any ordinary amount of self- 
respect could stoop to offer any detailed reply ; but the letter from 
Mr, Farrands, and the “testimonial” from the six workmen, which 
are appended to Mr, Baggs’s eminently characteristic production, are 
of another nature, and I shall therefore ask you to afford me space in 
which to show how far they are from bearing that significance which 
Mr. Baggs would fain have your readers believe that they possess, 

Permit me then, Sir, to point out—firstly, that what Mr. Farrands 
and the six workmen testify to has no bearing whatever upon Mr. Baggs’sclaim 
to having invented my process for the perpetual regeneration of the oxide of man- 
ganese employed toliberate chlorine from hydrochloricacid. Mr. Farrands and 
the six workmen simply testify that Mr. Baggs has regenerated oxide of man- 
ganese “as precipitated by means of lime,’’ and that he has “ used the manga- 
nese so restored ’’ for ‘‘ making fresh chlorine.’’ This, however, is nothing to 
the point, which is not as to whether Mr. Ba had ever regenerated oxide of 
manganese at all, but is as to whether, before I had done so, he had regenerated 
oxide of manganese by the particular process patented by me. By what process 
Mr. Baggs did treat the comparatively insignificant quantity—first spoken of 
as ** some tons,’’ but now magnified into ‘* many tons’’—of oxide which he re- 
generated at the Ilford Mills and at the Tovil Upper Mills, Maidstone, I shall men- 
tion presently: all that I call attention to for the moment is that Mr. Farrands 
and the six workmen do not allege that he treated it by the process which I have 
patented, and that their evidence, therefore, does not in the least support the 
allegation of Mr. Baggs that he had practised that process before it was made 
known by me. 

It is clear that Mr. Baggs desires to beguile your readers into supposing that 
to prove that he has regenerated, by any process whatever, oxide of manganese 
‘** as precipitated by means of lime,’’ is equivalent to proving that he anticipated 
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me in the invention of the process for which I have obtained patents this 
country and abroad, and which I described at the recent meeting of the Hjitish 
Association for the Adva t of Science. In other words, Mr. Baggs not 


only claims to have invented the particular method of regenerating oxide of man- 
ganese from chlorine-residues which I have patented ; but he also claims that the 
general idea of regenerating oxide of manganese from those residues, and using 
the regenerated oxide for the liberation of more chlorine, is a comparatively new 
idea, which he originated not more than five years ago; and he moreover en- 
deavours to lead your readers to suppose that J have patented that general idea, 
and claim to have devised it myself. That such are his claims, and that such is 
his allegation, is shown by his remark that ‘‘ Mr. Weldon is very irritable, and 
exceedingly sore at my having invented the regeneration of manganese before him,”’ 
and by his saying, in reference to the letter of Mr. Farrands and the * testimo- 
nial’’ of the six workmen, neither of which testifies to anything more definite 
than the ‘* regeneration of the manganese, as precipitated by lime,’’ that they es- 
tablish his claim to “ priority in this invention.’’ As I have shown in a former 
letter, however, the general idea of the perpetual regeneration of the oxide of 
manganese used for the liberation of chlorine is not a new idea; it is — it. 
not quite, as old asthe present century ; scores of patents have been granted for 
different methods of carrying it into effect, and upon the plant required for one 
of these methods, which they have practised ever since, the Messrs. Tennant, of 
Glasgow, spent not less than 27,0001., so far back as 1855. Mr. Baggs’s claim to 
having, to use his own words, “ invented the regeneration of manganese”’ is thus 
as utterly destitute of foundation as every other claim I have yet known him put 
forth, while his allegation that J also claim the same “‘invention’’ is not only 
false, but is deliberately so. To prove this I have only to quote, from the Standard 
of Sept. 9, a portion of the first sentence of the paper I read at Dundee. In his 
letter to youof the same date Mr. Baggs distinctly declares that he had read my 
paper, as reported in the Standard, and it commences by remarking that ‘ every 
process, previous to that to be described in the present paper, by which it has been 
attempted to regenerate oxide of manganese from chlorine-residues, has been per- 
Sormed in the dry way’’ thus recognising, as distinctly as possible, the fact that 
the process which the paper proceeded to set forth was not, by any means, the 
first ever proposed for the same end. Nearly every statement which I have yet 
seen Mr. Baggs’s name to isan utterly untrue statement, and from this instance 
we may form our own conclusions as to how far their untruth may have been due 
to ignorance, and how far to a deliberate endeavour to mislead. 

Seeing, then, that testimony that Mr. Baggs, at the Ilford and Tovil Mills, or 
elsewhere, regenerated “ oxide of manganese, as precipitated by lime,’’ is simply 
testimony to his having done what had been many times done before, and is not 
testimony to his having anticipated the particular method of regeneration which 
alone constitutes my invention, Mr. Farrands’s letter and the six workmen’s 
** testimonial ’’ have not, as I have already said, the remotest bearing upon the 
matter in hand. Before concluding this letter, however, I shall have to make 
a statement which has a most conclusive bearing upon it, andin order that your 
readers may be enabled to appreciate the force of that statement, I must ask them 
to bear with me while I briefly explain the true nature of myinvention, and in 
what respect my process differs from other processes having thesameend. Firstly, 
then, my process is not, as it is called by Mr. Baggs—who apparently cannot be 
accurate abou! anything—a “ new process for making chlorine.”’ It is simply, as 
I called it in the title of my paper read at Dundee, a ‘* new process for the re- 
generation of the oxide of manganese used for the liberation of chlorine from 
hydrochloric acid,’’—the liberation of chlorine by means of the artificial oxide 
produced by my process being effected iu precisely the same manner as the libera- 
tion of chlorine by either a native oxide or an artificial oxide produced in other 
ways. Secondly, the main difference between my process and all previous pro- 
cesses for the regeneration of oxideof manganese from chlorine-resjdues consist 
in all previous processes having been performed in the dry way, by means of 
furnace operations, whereas my process is performed in the wet way, and is con- 
ducted, instead of in a furnace, in the “ still,’’ in which the oxide produced by 
it is afterwards employed to react upon hydrochloric acid. As perhaps most 
typical of all processes prior to mine, 1 may instance the first which was ever 
patented, being that for which Mr. Christopher Binks obtained a patent in 1839, 
This process is described as consisting ** in treating the residual liquors of the 
chlorine-still with a precipitating agent, as lime or soda, collecting the result- 
ing protoxide of manganese, and heating it in a furnace in contact with a cur- 
rent of air.’’ Inthis process—which, as I shall show directly, is the process which 
Mr. Baggs practised at the Ilford and Tovil Milis—the still liquor has to be re- 
moved from the still, and the lime added to it in a separate vessel, and the re- 
sulting protoxide of manganese has then to be well washed, and when it has sub- 
sided from the wash-waters has to be evaporated to dryness, and then carefully 
heated in a furnace, under conditions under which {t can absorboxygen. This 
process,therefore, occupies very considerable time, involves much labour, and also 
much loss of oxide, owing to the frequent removals which the material operated 
upon has to undergo, and requires a very large quantity of fuel, while it yields 
a product of a very unsatisfactory degree of strength. Hence, many times as 
it has been tried, it has invariably been abandoned, just as it was at the Ilford 
and Tovil Mills: indeed, it had been proved, over and again, to be commercially 
valueless long before Mr. Baggs introduced it at those mills as a brilliant new 
invention of hisown. Over this and all similar processes my process possesses 
the very great advantages of being very much quicker and very much less costly, 
of yielding a very much richer product, and of avoiding every source of loss of 
material. As described at Dundee, ‘it consists in first adding an equivalent of 
lime to the still-liquor, without removing the liquor from the still, and then blow- 
ing atmospheric air through the resulting mixture of protoxide of manganese 
and solution of chloride of calcium. The white protoxide is thereby rapidly con- 
verted into a very dark-coloured higher oxide, and when this product has been 
allowed to subside from the solution of chloride of calcium in which it was formed, 
and the greater part of that solution has then been drawn off from it, it is ready 
to be treated with hydrochloric acid, from which it then liberates chlorine, with 
reproduction of exactly as much proto-chloride of manganese as was commenced 
with. From this point the very simple series of operations described is repeated 
just as before, and so on, over and over again, for any required number of times. 
The manganese is thus constantly undergoing, always in one and the same vessel, 
a round of regularly recurring changes of state of combination, by which it passes 
—first, from the state of proto-chloride to that of protoxide, next from the state 
of protoxide to that of a higher oxide, capable of liberating chlorine from hydro- 
chloric acid, then back again to the state of proto-chloride,and soon continually.” 
The artificial oxide produced by this simple process is of such strength, and other- 
wise of such a nature, that it will enadlea manufacturer to produce from a given 
quantity of hydrochloric acid abovt twice as much bleaching-powder, or other 
chlorine product, as has been practically attainable therefrom hitherto, and it 
only costs a few shillings per tor. of the bleaching-powder made by means of it, 
whereas the native oxide costs from 5l. to 71. per ton of the bleaching-powder 
which it is employed to make, while the artificial oxide made by Binks’s plan is 
even more costly still. Imay just add that the stills inwhich my process is per- 
formed are made of stone; that they are very much larger than the stills pre- 
viously in use; that I prefer to furnish them with false bottoms, and, in the 
oxidising operation, to blow the air into the space between the falsc bottoms and 
the real ones ; and that the artificial oxide which I obtain settles from the solu- 
tion in which it is formed, when the process is properly conducted, with very 
remarkable rapidity. 

Icome now to the statement which I have above alluded to my having to make, 
and the bearing of which your readers will now at once recognise. It is that 
immediately on seeing. on Saturday afternoon, Mr. Baggs’s “‘ testimonial ’’ and 
his statement that he could readily procure another similar one from the Tovil 
Upper Mills, Maidstone, I went to Rosherville, with the object of seeing Mr. Wm: 
Simpson, who is the proprietor both of the Tovil Mills and of the Mills at Ilford, 
from which came Mr. Farrands’s letter and the six workmen’s ‘ testimonial’’ 
(Mr. Farrands being, I believe, simply the manager of the [ford Mills),and that 
although I was not able to see Mr. Simpson himself, yet the gentleman whom I 
saw at his house, and on his behalf, distinctly assured me that the manganese 
regenerated by Mr. Baggs was regenerated in the dry way by @ FURNACE operation, 
Clearly, therefore, it Was not regenerated, as Mr. Baggs has tried to make your 
readers believe that it was, by the process which I have patented, and which I 
described at Dundee, inasmuch as the leading peculiarities of the latter process 
are that it is performed in the wet way, and that no furnace is usedin it. As 
Mr. Baggs operated iu a furnace, and upon *‘ oxide of manganese, as precipitated 
bv means of lime,’’ the process which he practised to such an insignificant ex- 
tent, and of which he has so strongly declared in your columns, over and over 
again, both that he invented it himself, and that it was the same process as that 
which I have patented, was not only not the process patented by me, but, so far 
from being the invention of Mr. Baggs, was both invented and patented by Mr. 
Binks 28 years before. 

So, Sir, falls to the ground the entire fabric of false assumption which Mr. 
Baggs has been at such pains toraise. Not one of his pretensions has borne exa- 
mination. He has pretended that he originated the general idea of * the regenera- 
tion of manganese,”’ and I have shown that this is really an old idea, and one 
which has long been in manufacturing use ; he has pretended that J claim to 
have first suggested that idea, and that I have patented it, and I have shown 
that I have done nothing of the kind; he has pretended that he had practised 
at Ilford and Maidstone the particular: process which is all that I do claim to 
have been the first to suggest, and Ihave shown that the process which he prac- 
tised at those places was a dry process, performed in a furnace, whereas mine is 





a wet one, performed in a still; be has pretended that the process which he prac- 
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tised—simply experimentally, however—at Ilford and Maidstone was one of his 
own invention, and I have shown that it was invented by Christopher Binks, 
that it was patented nearly a quarter of a century before Mr. Baggs led the pro- 
prietor of the Ilford and Tovil Mills to throw away money upon it, and that in 
that interval of nearly a quarter of a century it had been tried and found 
worthless many times. So, too, with all Mr. Baggs’s other claims. He has 
claimed to have invented a certain method of making bleaching-powder 
which I have shown was in use at the beginning of this century and has now 
for many years been almost universally abandoned; he has claimed to have in- 
vented the method of bleaching by means of chlorine-water which was intro- 
duced by Berthollett in 1785 and 1786; and he has claimed to have invented a 
method of treating hydrochloric acid, which has been for generations “in con- 
stant use in laboratories.’’ The same sort of regard for truth which he has 
evinced in putting forward these unfounded claims characterises literally almost 
every statement of his which I have yet seen. I can most positively declare 
that he has made no statement with respect to myself personally which is other 
than simply false ; Mr. Hook declares that all his statements of any moment 
with respect to him are similarly false; Mr. William Thomas declares that all 
those of his allegations respecting his doings at the Soho Mills which have any 
reference to the matter in hand are also false; the gentleman whom I saw at 
Mr. Simpson’s house on Saturday bore witness that his allegation that he had 
regenerated manganese at Mr. Simpson’s mills by a wet process is equally false ; 
and although Mr. Farrands and the six workmen have been skilfully made to 
appear to support his allegation that he regenerated that manganese by the wet 
rocess invented by me, yet if they were asked whether or not he used a furnace 
regenerating it they would be bound to answer that he did, and thus they 
also would give him the lie. The same spirit of untruth determines every par- 
ticular of Mr. Baggs’s method of dealing with this matter, leading him, for ex- 
ample, in his letter in last week’s Journal—which is, without exception, the 
most impudent piece of scurrility I have ever read—not only to indulge in in- 
sinuations which no man of common honour could have made, and which no 
man of common honour could stoop toreply to, but to attribute to me, as occur- 
ring in my letter of the previous week, arguments which I never used and state- 
ments which I did not make, and even to put between inverted commas, to imply 
that it was quoted from my letter, a passage which is not to be foundin it. The 
only conclusion which can be drawn from such facts as these is much too plain 
to need that I should state it.

S1r,—Mr. Isham Baggs’s accusation against Mr. Weldon of having pirated his 
ideas for the regeneration of manganese is very unjust. I introduced Mr. Weldon 
to my solicitor, Mr. Wilkinson, to explain his processes at a time when I had 
already obtained a commercial interest in them, and it was several months after 
that Mr. Wilkinson introduced his client, Mr. C. T. Hook, to Mr. Weldon.

SrrR,—In carrying on the great business of mining upon such an 
extensive scale as it has been undertaken in this country, it is natural 
to suppose that the miner has had great difficulties to surmount, and 
much adverse statement to contend with. The greatest amount of 
discredit that has fallen to the lot of the miner lias bec in conse- 
quence, naturally enough, of those mines that have been absorbing 
the capital of the community without affording profit. The columns 
of the Mining Journal devoted to an exposition of the value of the 
public mines of the United Kingdom divide the mines of the country 
into three classes—the “ Dividend Mines ;” those that have paid divi- 
dends, and fallen off in their produce, called “ Dividend Mines in 
Abeyance ;” and mines on which outlay continues to be expended so 
far without profitable returns, the “ Progressive Mines.” These mines 
might again be sub-divided into classes, such as old mines resusci- 
tating by the application of modern machinery and engineering com- 
binations, and new mines opening speculatively in order to test the 
nature and value of the lodes. The Progressive Mines have had in- 
vested upon them 4,592,000/., they are 320 in number, and cost on an 
average 14,682/. each ; the Dividend Mines have cost, one with an- 
other, on an average, the sum of 22,326/. each—they are 84 in all. 
From this statement it is evident that each dividend mine has cost 
79661. more to bring it into profit than has yet been expended on the 
progressive mines individually. It is, therefore, clear that collec- 
tively a capital still of 2,552,3207, would have to be expended on the 
progressive mines to make the outlay equal to what has been ex- 
pended on the dividend mines, carrying up the complete outlay to a 
sum of 7,144,3607. It seems to be a pity that the mining capitalists 
of the country, who having expended a sum of four and a-half mil- 
lions of money for the purpose of making trial of the progressive 
mines, should decline to expend the remaining two and a-half mil- 
lions to complete their self-imposed task, the more especially as the

A radical improvementin performing | 
this kind of work, “ floor-guttering,” would materially enhance the | 
profits of quarry enterprise. A much larger percentage of good slate | 
rock is destroyed by adhering to the present imperfect system of 
boring and blasting the “ floor-gutter ” than in opening up the pillar- 
cutting. This is to be accounted for from the fact that the former 
has to be opened across the grain, whilst the chief strength of the 
gases from each blast of powder operates diametrically opposite. 
The effect of this may easily be imagined. With great velocity and 
violence the gases force their way unchecked along the line of the 
grain, both upwards and downwards, shattering and destroying the 
rock for a considerable distance ; therefore, a very large proportion 
of it is not only useless, but has to be removed to the waste heap at 
great cost. Thesystem of opening “ floor-gutters ” being the horizon- 
tal (upon each stratum of rock), an even floor is made, which enables 
the workmen to transfer the slate “ blocks,” when wrought sufficiently 
sizeable, without much trouble. No person can fail to perceive the 
importance of duly considering the means which are necessary to 
open, or disconnect, each stratum of rock with the least possible 
damage. The floors of each “gallery” can be laid out, as a rule, at 
proportionate distances, as it seldom happens that “ foot-joints” or 
‘loose ribbons” form any other course. Provided the slate rock is 
good, the system which [ am about to describe, if fairly carried out,

tention. It must be patent to all acquainted with slate deposits that 
the damage done to the body operated upon will be in proportion to 
the advantage given by the force employed, hence the importance of 
using shallow instead of dvep holes in performing this kind of work, 
I maintain that holes from 8 to 10 in. deep for “ floor guttering ” wij] 
(if made at a proper angle across the cleavage) prove practically suc. 
cessful to the end contemplated. It can be easily shown that holes 
of this depth only require from 3 to 5 in. of blasting material, which 
being well tamped, will not display any excessive traces of its effec. 
tive power much beyond the line of the “gutter.” In breaking the 
face of the rock the first course of holes ought not to exceed 7 in, jn 
depth; 3 in. of good powder would then lift its “ burden,” and do its 
work to the purpose as far as the floor, and form the higher wal] 
slightly leveled. The second series of holes should be (according to 
circumstances) about 10 in. deep, being bored upon the proper prin. 
ciple (the wall on the upper side having been formed), the charge 
would lift its load, in accordance with the necessities of the situation, 
Ignorant and inefficient rockmen may prefer the old way of doing 
things, notwithstanding it is attended with such a fearful amount of 
disaster. Inconsideration and a lack of caution invariably lead to 
ruin, therefore it needs nocomment. Setting asside the all-important 
subject relating to the great saving in slate rock resulting from this 
principle, I argue that “ deep-hole blasting” in the opening of “ gut. 
ters’ requires more time and more powder than the system which | 
now advance. Any man accustomed to “drilling” can bore six holes 
10 in, deep in the same, or less, time than he could bore one hole 
40 inches deep. Again, not one out of three “ gutter” holes of this 
depth does the work assigned to it, consequently other holes andother 
powder are required to extract the loosened mass. I have long ago 
demonstrated by practical tests the philosophy of the principle that 
I am now advocating, and only for the interests of quarry proprietors 
and quarry operatives do I now, by your permission, give publicity 
to facts confirmed by experience.

COMPANY OF THE ROYAL COPPER MINES OF COBRE, 

The adjourned meeting of shareholders was held at the offices, 
Gresham House, on Wednesday, 

Mr. PASCOE GLYN in the chair. 

The notice convening the meeting having been read, 

The CHAIRMAN said his reason for occupying the chair upon the 
present occasion was owing to the resignation of Mr. Grenfell, M.P., as the 
Chairman of the company, and he had also to report the resignation of Mr. De 
Vitre. The shareholders had before them as truthful a representation of the 
position of the company as could be obtained at the present time. It would he 
found upon reference that for the last nine months they had just been able to 
kcep their heads above water, the credit balance accumulated during that period 
amounting to something like 20001.—that amount had been fairly earned, sup- 
posing the present price of copper was maintained. They did not know what 
their costs were, but, on the whole, he thought he might truthfully say that was 
a faithful representation of the position of the present moment. A balance of 
20001. for nine months’ working was not very satisfactory, but the shareholders 
would see that they had before them two motions—one proposed by Mr. Grenfell, 
and one by another shareholder, of an exactly contrary effect. The meeting, of 
which the present was an adjournment, was postponed for the purpose of en- 
abling the committee to obtain replies to certain questions sent out to Cuba, but 
he believed the committee had not yet received those replies ; therefore, they were 
not in a position to communicate anything further upon those points. Share- 
holders would, no doubt, recollect that in thecommunications received from Mr. 
Clemes it seemed that unless more capital could be obtained they could not ex- 
pect to do much good, for Mr. Clemes said if the machinery and the mine kept 
in fair working order—which was very precarious—he hoped to be able to pay 
his way as hitherto, but If the price of copper declined, or any aceldent occurred, 
a debit balance would immediately result. The company was not quite free 
from debt, which they knew could always be paid by making a call, but by so 
doing they would at the same time lessen the amount at their disposal for the 
purposes of exploration. He believed there were many shareholders ‘desirous 
to continue the company, and he (the Chairman) did not wonder at it; but 
there were others who entertained a different opinion, so that the great question 
npon the present occasion was to decide how those opposing parties could meet 
each other, and what could be done for the best of all concerned. It was not 
his Intention to propose any resolution on ‘the part of the board, because, no 
doubt, the motion would lead to a debate, from which each party would be 
able to form his opinion as to the future of the company. As far as he was 
concerned, his (the Chairman’s) opinion was expressed at the last meeting, and 
he did not now see any reason to alter it. It might be that some‘of them could 
get the necessary capital, and form a new company amongst themselves, in 
which case the dissentients could retire upon an agreed basis. 

Mr. HEDGCOCK jwished to know if Mr. Grenfeli’s resignation had been ac- 
cepted by the board ?—The CHAIRMAN said that was not the question before 
the meeting. 

Mr. HENRY R. GRENFELL, M.P., did not think there was the slightest occa- 
sion to apologise for addressing the present meeting. Whether well or badly 
managed, he had had a good deal to a with the management of the concern, 
and, therefore, he thought he had a right to express his opinion upon the pre- 
sent occasion. The simple proposition he had to submit was that this company, 
as at present constituted, should be wound-up, and that lquidators be ap- 
pointed; but, on the other hand, Sir G. Hodgkinson had given notice of motion 
in which a totally different opinion was expressed ; therefore, it was obvious 
that they should come to a clear issue upon the point a aon as possible. In 
other words, they wanted to see, as men of business, whether it was prudent to 
subscribe more capital for carrying on the company as at present constituted. 
As far as he was concerned, he could find a more profitable employment for his 
capital. They had before them an account, in which it was estimated that the 
out-turn of the working of the nlne months of the present year would be a credit 
balance of 2774/.; but he (Mr. Grenfell) thought the result would show 4 loss of 
37321. 11s. 10d. ; and in the first place, 14s. 6d. was not the price ruling for poor 
ores at the present time.——Mr. SHAIRP said the last cargo received by this com- 
pany was sold at 14s, 6d. per unit all round, and that the average of the sale 
at Swansea yesterday was 14s. 4d. per unit.——Mr. GRENFELL thought from the 
last accounts from Chili, by which it appeared a large quantity of ore was coming 
forward, they could uot look for any great rise in the price of copper a ogre 
But apart from that, he had no hesitation in saying that if the researches that 
had been going on during the past year in the ground west of the San José Mine 
and elsewhere had been successful, and that they had visible reserves, at some 
future period, when the price of copper ruled higher, the mines might be carried 
on 4t aprofit. According to Mr. Petherick’s calculation, it would require about 
40,0001. to make the necessary explorations at the mines, and to place the ma- 
chinery In order, so that it became a question whether they were willing to ex 
pend that amount of capital in the exploration of ground which had been 
hitherto unworked.

Mr. GRENFELL rose to explain, Mr. Palmer’s remarks were an utter Iis- 
statement of facts, for no such document had been received since the Cobre 
had been made a limited company. And when circulated it was with the view 
of justifying themselves in the sanguine views previously held, And so far from 
having circulated it with the idea of misleading shareholders, the fact was they 
withheld it lest it should mislead. sh 

Mr. PALMER sald the report was dated June 15, 1866.——Mr. GRENFELL said 
the date was June, 1865.——Mr. NICHOLSON rose to a point of order. 

Mr. GRENFELL said he would not allow the meeting to be led astray as to the 
intentions of the directors. 

Mr. PALMER could only say the directors circulated the report without note 
orcommeut. He next came to the first report of Mr. Clemes. He found Mr. 
Clemes stated there that “it is my opinion the property is too good to be given 
up.” He then read extracts from Mr. Furber’s letters and Mr. Petherick’s re- 
ports, stating that Mr. Petherick’s recommendations had not been carried out. 

Mr. GRENFELL: And simply because it would have cost 10,0001, to carry them 
out.——Mr. PALMER: No, it would not.——Mr. GRENFELL : That was the esti- 
mate given.——Mr. PALMER: Yes, to carry the explorations to any depth, but 
Mr, Petherick said itcould be explored at a small cost. Mr. Grenfell had talked 
agreat deal about responsibility, and seemed to repudiate that responsibility, 
but Mr. Grenfell would have been a much wiser man had he consulted the share- 
holders instead of borrowing 50,0001. If he called the shareholders together when 
the funds were exhausted, and asked them for their opinion, the occurrence need 
never have arisen of-borrowing money from the bankers. He did not say it was 
done in mala fides, but it was a most indiscrect act, and, moreover, it was an 
illegal act. They had power under the deed to raise money upon the mortgage 
of the works, and he thought they also had the power to raise additional capital 
under a specific form—that is, with the sanction of a special general meeting. 
{nother point was with regard to this debt; one of the bankers who lent the 
money was a director of the company. His (Mr. Palmer's) belief was that, had 
the banker sued for the amount, he must have failed, because it was lent to par- 
ties who had no power to borrow. He thought the 120,0001. capital was to be 
raised for the carrying on of the mines, and for paying the bankers; and he did 
not suppose that their Chairman would immediately turn round and say that 
the property was worthless. He should not have conceived it possible that the 
representatives of the largest shareholder in this concern, holding 800 shares, 
should be persons to repudiate his share of the liability. He (Mr. Palmer) thought 
it most disgraceful and dishonourable that these representatives should repudiate 
their share of the liability, aud the more especially after the shareholder they 
represent had received dividends out of the borrowed capital. He would, in con- 
clusion, merely move a distinct negative to the proposition of Mr. Grenfell. 

Mr. HepGcock fully agreed with Mr. Palmer, and, therefore, entirely dissented 
from Mr. Grenfell. He believed that, with efficient development and economic 
management, the Cobre Mines could be again a valuable property. He must say 
he was quite surprised to hear Mr. Grenfell say that the mines were worthless, 
for he (Mr. Hedgecock) felt convinced if additional capital were raised, the share- 
holders would be well rewarded in the end. 

Mr. GRENFELL explained that the directors had not published the report of 
Capt. Stephens, referred to by Mr. Pa'mer, until a long period after they had 
received it, and simply because they regarded the statements as extravagant ; 
and when it was circulated it was embodied in the report of the directors, dated 
Jan., 1867. He referred to this very point the last time he occupied the chair, 
—Mr. W. NICHOLSON recollected Mr. Grenfell stating that he did not think 
the statements in the report were,well-founded,——Sir G. HODGKINSON, a mem- 
ber of the committee, endorsed what Mr. Palmer had stated, and, therefore, 
would not move a resolution, 

Mr. PALMER sald it might be necessary some four or five months hence to 
come to such a resolution as that proposed by Mr. Grenfell, but he thought it 
would be premature at present. 

Mr. Ponzo sald that, after all, it appeared that the only difference between 
them was as to the time and manner in which the company should be wound-up. 

Mr. SHAIRP was of opinion that they should be prepared with the basis of a 
new company before they broke up the old, so that the transfer might be made. 

Mr. NICHOLSON strongly urged the desirability of continuing the company, or 
at any rate that the property should not pass out of the hands of the present 
proprietors. ——After some further discussion, the motion for winding-up the 
company was negatived by a large majority. 

The meeting having been made special, Mr. R. S. Palmer waselected a director, 
in the room of Mr. Grenfell, M.P., resigned. 

A vote of thanks to the Chairman terminated the proceedings.

GREAT VoR.—It cannot fail to be satisfactory to the shareholders 
in this property, which has well maintained its profitably productive character

Finding a change in the 
management of these mines necessary, I stopped the works fora few days, got rid 
of the underground employees, put in new hands, and with the alteration I flatter 
myself that the mines will have a fair trial. In Encinillas and La Providencia 
we are clearing out some old works, and in others have buscones at work, and 
to-morrow I hope to have a sale of a small quantity of ore as a beginning, and 
will give you notice of its amount ina postscript. Encinillas seems not too much 
worked along the vein, and judging from the great number of surface works in 
the ground near the chief mine, I hope that on opening out some discoveries may 
be made. It is an inexpensive mine to explore; we have very little water, and 
the ground is favourable for driving, two great items of economy in mining un- 
dertakings.—P.S. Aug.15, 1867: Our first sale in Encinillas and Kl Carmen came 
off yesterday, and amounted to $646, all buscone ore, so that one-half will go to- 
wards paying the outlay of the week. There were about 200 cargas of orein the 
patio, but it was badly dressed, and it is difficult at first to get the workmen to 
throw away what is not ore.—Remittance: By the conducta to leave here on 
Aug. 15 I intend remitting to the directors $4000 in specie, which, after deduct- 
ing expenses of shipment, &c., will amount to about $3650.

Rossa GRANDE GOLD.—Capt. B. Brokenshar (Aug, 25) reports— 
The adit eastward on the “ First Formation’’ has only advanced 8 fms. 3 ft. 6 in. 
the past month, owing to one of the English miners who worked there being sick 
for a week, and the native labourers that also belonged there remaining at their 
homes several days. The present end is 15 fathoms 5 feet from the cross-cut, or 
6 fms. short of the distance calculated on to get forth under the eastern part of 
the old workings. In the present back of the end we have intersected a branch 
or caunter-lode, crossing at an angle of 30° east of north, and dipping eastward 
very fast. It has been cut into 9 or 10 in., and the few stones taken out asa 
sample were bruised down to the stamps’ sand size, 9 lbs. of which was washed 
in a “‘ batea,”’ and produced 9 grains of pure gold, being equal to 40zs. 13 dwts, 
8 grs. to thetonof stone. Nogold could be seen in either of the stones until they 
had been brought to my house and washed (so that there was no particular col- 
lection made), then with the assistance of a glass a great many fine particles 
were visible, and some to the eyealone. I could not help mentioning the cir- 
cumstance in this letter, although it israther too soon to form anything like an 
opinion what it is going to make, and I would not advise you to be too sanguine 
until I write to you again, which I hope to do in time for the next French 
Mail. There has not been 1 cwt. of stone taken from it yet, so that you will, 
no doubt, give me credit for acting cautiously. By continuing the end a little 
further on in the present direction, to get the lode in the bottom of the level, I 
shall be able tosay moreaboutit. My belief is that this is the shoot or auriferous 
ground that the former people worked on, only their workings, I am inclined to 
think, are a little to the north-east, and above the back of ourlevel. By turning 
on this branch or lode by-and-bye and rising on it as well, I shall, nodoubt, find 
the old mines (bottoms), and raise some good productive stone at the same time, 
The moment that I can see my way clear—i.e., that the lode will warrant it—I 
shallimmediately lay downa railroad in the adit to bring out the stone, which will 
save the labour of four or five men wheeling, and these can be employed elsewhere 
to advantage.—Second Workings: there is no change atthis place ; the lode con- 
tinues its promising appearance in the eastern part of the slopes, and the pro- 
duce of the gold for the past month shows an increase in the percentage of the 
stone: 249 tons have been stamped.

MINERAL STATISTICS OF DEVON AND CORNWALL.—The produce 
of the mines and streams of Cornwall and Devonshire, according to returns ob- 
tained from the smelters, for the year ending Dec. 31, 1866, was—tin ore (black 
tin), 15,080 tons, value 731,9462. ; metallic tin (white tin), 9990 tons, value 885,3681, 
The produce of the tin mines and streams of Cornwall and Devonshire which 
have paid dues to the Stannary Court for the year ending Dec. 25, 1866, was— 
tin ore (black tin), 13,785 tons, value 667,9991. ; metallictin (white tin), 8822 tons, 
value 781,8491. The value of the tin ore and metallic tin produced in 1866 was 
less than in any year since 1858, when the value of the former was 633,5011., and 
of the latter 772,4291. The quantities have during the past ten years been steadily 
increasing until last year, when a considerable decline took place. The average 
price of tin ore last year was 481. 10s. 9d., the highest;being in January, when it 
was 641. 10s., and the lowest being in March and May, when it descended to 401, 
In Cornwall and Devon, in 1866, the copper ore produced from mines paying dues 
to the Stannary Court amounted to 137,141 tons, valued at 579,3271., and from 
mines which have sold ore by public ticketings 138,141 tons of ore, or 8799 tons 
14cwts. of copper, valued at 582,5641. The average price of copper ore in 1866 
was 41. 11s., being less than during any year during the last ten years, to which 
the statistics refer. The average standard was 1181. last year, it being 1402. in 
1856. In 1862 there were 177 mines worked in Cornwall, and only 130 in 1866, 
the quantity of copper having diminished annually from 9869 tons in 1857 to 6551 
in 1866, and the value from 1,223,756. in i857 to 600,7261. last year.

AN UNFORTUNATE ACCIDENT, AND PROMPT MEASURES OF RE- 
Parrs.—At the Old Gunnislake Mine, Calstock, Cornwall, an excellent steam- 
engine of 40-in. cylinder was erected only about two years and a-half ago, since 
which it became idle for the space of some months from various circumstances. 
The re-working of it was resumed about six weeks since, to the delight of many 
unemployed miners, and the success attending the progress of draining the old 
mine (under the management of Capt. Henry Rickard) was almost unparalleled, 
but a sudden evil attended it on Thursday evening, the 10th ult. The main 
beam (an iron one) broke in two a little from the centre (bearing) in the engine- 
house, the disaffected portion carrying with it a great portion of the attached, 
and other working gear, causiag such a wreck of machinery as has seldom been 
witnessed, the damage done veing very considerable. Nothing daunted at this 
extraordinary occurrence, the agent immediately telegraphed to London to the 
office of the company, and also to Mr. John Hocking, the engineer, who was in 
attendance on the mine in quick response, who, with the manager. immediately 
proceeded to the Bedford Ironworks (Messrs. Nicholls, Matthews, and Co.), who, 
on receiving instructions to proceed with the necessary supply and repair of 
materials, so promptly executed the orders that, under the superintendence of 
Mr. Hocking, the engine was made complete and set to work on the 30th ult. 
This circumstance is considered as a great feat of promptness, and is creditable 
to all parties concerned in this repair, for which they received the grateful ac- 
knowledgements of the population of the Gunnislake district. Great anticipa- 
tions of profitable results from the vigorous prosecution of the old Gunnislake 
Mine, and exploring the side lodes, which are many in this sett, are universal 
with those who are experienced in mining properties of the district.

REMARKS.—Again the Metal Market has exhibited during the past 
week one of those occasional gleams of improvement which have 
lately occurred more than once, and a little more activity has been 
apparent in the trade; whether or not it is the earnest of any per- 
manent advancement, or only a temporary matter, remains to be 
seen. Orders, however, seem to berather more abundant at present, 
and buyers appear more disposed to enter into transactions than they 
have been recently. It is to be hoped that this slight improvement 
may continue, and that the Metal Market will not again relapse into 
the condition of dulness which has so long hung as a cloud over it, 
and caused a general feeling of gloom to oppress all connected with 
it; and we trust that the remaining months of the year may be 
marked by a much more satisfactory state of business, and may be 
such as in some measure to inspire confidence as to the future pro- 
spects of the trade. Therumours circulated in Paris, and which have 
caused something like a panic on the Exchange there, and which 
seem to point to war taking place on the Continent sooner or later, 
we trust will be found to be groundless, and that nothing will arise 
to bréak the present peaceful condition of Europe; as it would be 
very undesirable for war to break out just now, when we are looking 
for an improvement in commercial affairs generally, which, whether 
it should last for a long or short period, will be sure to prove damag- 
ing to business, and to tend to retard that recovery which, it is to be 
hoped, is approaching. We do not, however, place much reliance 
upon French reports ; but should, nevertheless, be glad to see a more 
peaceful feeling prevading that country. 

CopPER.—The market has been inactive during the week, and the 
amount of business transacted very limited, and prices are decidedly 
easier than they were. The last advices from Chili report charters 
for 2100 tons, of which 1750 tons were for this country, and the re- 
mainder for the United States ; since which some considerable sales, 
amounting in all to about 900 tons of Chili bars, have taken place in 
Liverpool, at 68/. to 68/. 5s. per ton. 

IroN.—In Staffordshire home merchants are now giving out orders 
more freely, and the prospects for the future are cheering. There 
seems to be no doubt that under-selling on the part of the smaller 
makers of finished iron has very much diminished. Pig-iron is sold 
for forward delivery to a considerable extent, and vendors are talk- 
ing of an advance. In Welsh should the full list prices be obtained 
during; the next three months it will be evidence of a considerable 
degree of improvement in the trade. Additional engagements for 
railway iron are looked forward to from India, where the railway 
system has proved a decided success. The next session is likely to be 
an exceedingly barren one as regards new railway schemes at home, 
but the railway companies will require large supplies for renewals, 
and they are already beginning to make purchases. In Swedish iron 
there is not much activity, and holders are somewhat disposed to 
meet buyers as to prices, In Scotch pig-iron the market has been 
quiet during the week, and a moderate business only has been done. 
The price has further given way, the last price received from Glas- 
gow being 54s. cash. 

LEAD.—Business in this metal is not active, but prices very remain 
without material alteration. 

Tin.—The market for English has been quiet, and but a very small 
amount of business has been done. For Straits, also, there has been 
less activity, and prices have rather given way ; business early inthe 
week was done at 90/, 10s. to 911, cash, but since transactions have 
occurred at 90/. cash, and more recently at 89/. 10s. prompt, one 
month. In Holland the stock of Banca on warrants on Sept. 30 was 
187,551 slabs, against 199,259 slabs the same time last year, and the 
arrivals towards the next sale were 1654 slabs, against 34,554 slabs 
same time last year. The present quotation in Holland is 55 fils.

GRAPHITE IN CALIFORNIA, 


The principal plumbago deposit of California, know as the Eureka 
Black Lead Mine, is situated upon the west side of Tennessee Gulch, 





seat of Tuolmune county, and about 68 miles from Stockton, the head 
of navigation on the San Joaquin River. The locality is in the very 
heart of what has been the richest placer mining district in Cali- 
fornia. Its present owners, Messrs. F. S. and N. S. MACOMBER, dis- 
covered it in 1853, while working a rich placer mine in the gulch. 
Owing to a want of knowledge of its value and experience in its ma- 
nagement, it attracted no attention until within the last few months, 
| when the purity of the mineral and the extent of the deposit have 
created considerable local excitement. The mineral exists as a well- 
defined lode, from 20 to 30 feet wide, having a dioritic footwall on 
the west, and a soft clay-slate hanging-wall on the east. The trend 
of this lode is nearly north-east by south-west, and it dips very irre- 
gularly to the east, at some places being nearly vertical, and at others 
nearly horizontal. It has been traced and explored for 3900 feet, 
beyond which there are but faint indications of its existence. The 
whole deposit, including the walls and vein, is enclosed in the lime- 
stones peculiar to Tuolumne and the adjoining counties, 

The graphite near the surface is much contaminated with the ma- 
terials of the clay-slate, which rapidly decomposes on exposure to the 
atmosphere, It was this circumstance that delayed the developmeut 
of the mine, as it was found impossible to separate the earthy matter 
from the more valuable plumbago. About two years since it was dis- 
covered that the graphite floated on water, when a simple apparatus, 


it, By this method several tons of the blacklead were obtained and 


sent to the market at San Francisco, amoung the foundrymen an 


a quantity was shipped to Germany, to England, and to the Atlanti 
States, to test its quality, and in each case with complete success, the

pensive sort of large vat, with a stone bottom, 20 feet in diameter 
and 3 feet deep, holds the materials, which are stirred up by iron 
rakes, fastened to four cross-bars, projecting from an upright shaft, 
moved by a water-wheel. When in motion @ small stream of water 
passes into this vat, an outlet to which exists a few inches from the 
surface; through this outlet the graphite passes with the water, and 
is led by spouts into broad tanks, where it temporarily subsides, when 
the dirty water is run off, and a large steam of clean water forces the 
graphite into a series of shallow tanks, in which it is dried by the 
sun, the whole process requiring about five days to complete, The 
tanks and reservoirs at present used cover several acres. The cost of 
production of the solid plumbago at the mine does not exceed 4s, per 
ton, two men in the lower workings being able to extract 10 tons per 
day of solid graphite, in blocks of any desired size. The other kinds 
are excavated by Chinamen, who are paid 32s. per week for 12 hours 
daily labour. These men each wheel about 2 tons of ore into the gy. 
rastre daily, of which 90 per cent. is graphite. The water used on the 
mine costs but 107, per month, which sum is more than realised by 
gold found in the vat when cleaning up, there being a thin seam of 
auriferous quartz between the hanging walljand the graphite, oceg. 
sionally passing into it. Lumps of gold, worth from 83s, to 4/, each 
are sometimes found embedded in the graphite, : 





COAL-CUTTING BY MACHINERY, 


In another column will be found the repetition of the announce. 
ment made some months since in the Mining Journal that the colliery 
proprietors of South Lancashire and Cheshire had determined to offer 
prizes of 500/., 2002., and 1001. respectively for the best coal-cutting 
machines, and the near approach of the limit fixed for sending in ma. 
chines to compete for the prizes offered has led to some animation 
amongst inventors of that class of machinery, the new patents of Mr, 
STURGEON, of Burnley, and of Mr. WALKER, of Wigan, being amongst 
those which are at present attracting most attention, the former being 
a pick-machine, and the latter upon the principle of the circular-say, 
The engine which gives motion to Mr. STURGEON’S machine consists 
of a small cylinder about 7 in. diameter, in which there works the 
piston, which gives motion to an angular vibrating cutter, which hag 
a 36-in. stroke. There is an automatic arrangement which prevents 
the machine progressing until the full depth of the cut has been made, 
The exhaust air is made to blow a spray of water upon the cutting. 
tool and the groove it is forming, and thus facilitate the work. The 
cylinder is mounted on trunnions, which permit of its being placed at 
any angle to suit the inclination at which it is desired to make the cut, 

The invention of Mr. J. 8. WALKER, of Wigan, consists in the em. 
ployment of a horizontal disc, or wheel, mounted on a vertical shaft, 
and furnished around its periphery with cutters, such disc being 
caused to revolve by means of bevil and spur-gearing, actuated bya 
crank-shaft, which is driven by the action of compressed air, steam, 
or motive-power acting on pistons enclosed in cylinders, the whole 
being mounted on a framing on wheels travelling on rails or tram. 
ways. The propulsion of the whole is effected in a self-acting man- 
ner by means of a worm actuated from the main driving pinion and 
gearing into a worm-wheel on the frame or carriage-wheel ; thus, 
when thé apparatus passes along the face of the coal the revolving- 
wheel cuts out a channel at the bottom, and prepares the coal for 
subsequent splitting off by wedges, and the machine is substituted 
for the difficult hand labour of the miner.

MINING, METALS, AND MINERALS—PATENT MATTERS, 
BY MICHAEL HENRY,

Mr. P. A. Muntz, of Keresley, Warwick, describes an invention 
relating to alloys of copper and zinc, or alloys composed mainly of copper and 
inc, The invention consists of improvements in the manufacture of the alloys, 
Tyereby great saving of zinc is effected, as well as economy of fuel. In the ordl- 
nary method of manufacturing alloys of copper and zinc the copper is first melted, 
nd the zinc, in a solid state, is introduced into the melted copper contained in 
the melting-pot or furnace. In this method of mixing and alloying the metals 
shore is a great waste of zinc. In alloying copper and zine according to this 
invention, both the copper and zine are melted, and the melted zinc is poured 
into a ladle or vessel situated near the melting furnace, and afterwards the 
pelted copper is poured into the ladle or vessel ; the two melted metals are then 
qirred, and immediately combine and form a perfect alloy, the heat which is 
wolved in the act of combination of the metals raising the sensible temperature 
othe alloy, and preventing the undue cooling which would result but for the 
eolution of heat. The alloy is then ready for casting. Although the inventor 
prefers to mix the melted metals outside the furnace, as described, yet the melted 
metals may be mixed in the furnace with nearly the same effect, In this case 
he melts the metals separately, and pours the melted copper into the melted zinc 
while the latter is in its melting vessel. Or, instead of melting both the metals, 
the copper only may be melted, and the zinc in a solid state put in a vessel out- 
sde the furnace, and the melted copper tapped or poured thereon. The heat 
evolved by the combining of the metals is sufficient to prevent the cooling of the 
siloy formed. The liquid alloy may be stirred to secure perfect uniformity of 
qmposition of the alloy. The essence of the invention consists in manufac- 
turing alloys of copper and zinc, by mixing the two metals while both are ina 
quid or fused state, or by tapping or pouring melted copper upon solid zinc 
goutained in a vessel outside the furnace, , 4 . 

Mr. J. S. WALKER, of Wigan, in Lancaster, describes an invention 
relating to apparatus for cutting coal by the process called holeing, which is 
elected by recessing or grooving out a horizontal channel, near the bottom of 
the face of the coal, and when the support of the coal face is so removed the 
upper portion is detached and brought down by wedges inserted above. The 
operation is at present of necessity performed with picks by miners lying in a 
horizontal position, y ‘ 5

FOREIGN MINING AND METALLURGY. 


The price of coal has been well maintained of late in the Liége 
basin, deliveries having been very active, especially by railway. In 
the other Belgian coal basins the extraction has been somewhat in- 
creased; nevertheless, stocks do not increase, a circumstance which 
indicates a good current of orders. The market of the Couchant 
de Mons has improved as regards the amount of business done, but 
prices have not experienced any change. The stock in this district has remained 
stationary, although the extraction has been Increased toa certain extent. La- 
boar is stated to be abundant. Freights from Charleroi to Paris continue to be 
quoted at 78, to 7s, 6d. perton., The Belgian metallurgical market has remained 
a quiet as possible since the order received by Seraing and Thy-le-Chateau ; this 
order has not changed the general state of Belgian siderurgical affairs, prices 
veing feeble and very variable. The Monceau-sur-Sambre Blast-Furnaces Com- 
pany has commenced the payment this week of a first dividend for the exercise 
i887, or ll, per 201. share.

The 
report presented detailed the work executed during the past year as 
wellas that in progress. It was stated that although the rebuilding of the 
Paris establishments which were destroyed by fire last year had checked opera- 
tions to some extent, yet the profits realised admitted of the distribution of a 
dividend of 2l. 6s. 4d. per 20/, share, being at the rate of 11°60 per cent. per 
annum on the capital engaged. This dividend will be paid integrally in specie, 
instead of partly in bonds of liquidation, as in former years. The report and 
accounts presented were adopted unanimously. The St. Etienne Collieries Com- 
pauy will pay, Oct. 16, a dividend on account in respect to the first half of this 
year of 4s. per share. The Douvrin (Pas-de-Calais) Colliery Company is paying 
interest for the exercise 1866-7, or 11. per share, The Montrambert and La Be- 
raudiére Collieries Company will pay, Oct. 16, a dividend for the first half of 
1867, or 48. pershare.

The statutes of a company for carrying out a 
line from Riga to Mitau have been approved: the capital of this company 
bas been fixed at 2,625,000 roubles, and a concession of the line is granted for 85 
years, The concession of a line from Poti to Tiflls has also been granted re- 
cently, The Government has commenced surveys for a line from Rostow on the 
Don to the Black Sea. A line will be constructed at the expense of the State 
‘tom Koursk to Karkhow and the Sea of Azoff; the works will be commenced 
‘nthe spring. A line from Riajsk to Morschausk has been traversed by the first 
train from Riajsk, as far as the Sarai station—that is, over a distance of about 
mente or half the line. The whole line is expected to be completed by Nov. 1. 
the Company owning the line on the left bank of the Oder proposes to extend 
this llesian line as far as Czentoschau, and has entered into negociations with 
tap, oblect with the Warsaw and Vienna Railway Company, which will under- 
_ at its own expense the establishment of the line in question as far as the 
srusstan frontier. At its last general meeting, the Konigsberg and Eisk Rail- 
inh Company was informed that the line will be opened without fail for traffic 
the moet 1868 ; and that immediately afterwards works will be commenced for 
r- qztension of the line as far as Bélostok, and not as far as Grodno, as had been 
Riese hed.

Among a number of taxes which have just been established in Spain 
Ay law dated June 29, 1867, may be mentioned an export duty on 

heralsand metals exported as well to foreign countries as to Spanish 
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possessions beyond theseas. This duty is 3 per cent upon the value 
both of the metals and minerals, without deduction of any kind forexpenses of pro- 
duction. Argentiferous lead will pay, besides, a surtax in respect to the silver 
which it contains; this surtax varies according to the richness of the lead and the 
source from which it is deritrved. The export duty of 3 per cent., as well as the 
sartax on argentiferous lead, must be (by the terms of a special order from the 
Minister of Finance) paid in addition to the export duties already imposed on 
certain mineral matters. 

There has been a retrograde movement in copper on some of the 
foreign markets. Affairs have rather sensibly slackened in this ar- 
ticle, and even for consumption, which appears to be pretty well sup- 
plied for some time, the purchases of the last few days have been 
insignificant. Prices have, in consequence, tended downwards on the French 
markets, and are almost generally regarded as nominal on the German markets, 
At Rotterdam, English copper has made 50 fl, to 52fl.

At Paris, Banca has made 991. ; Straits, 103/.; and 
English, 941. per ton. At Havre, Banca has made 838i, to 901,; Detroit, 861. to 
88l.; and Peruvian, 851. per ton, At Marseilles, Banca has made 961. per ton. 
As regards lead, there are no important sales or modifications of prices to note. 
At Rotterdam, Stolberg and German have made 11% fl.; and at Amsterdam, 
soft lead has realised the same terms. At Paris, Spanish saumons have made 
191. 168. ; French and English, 19/. 16s., and German, 20/.4s. At Havre, Spanish 
has realised 19/. 5s. to 191. 88. per ton; and lead from other sources, 191. 4s. to 
191. 68. per ton, At Breslau the demand for tin has been somewhat restricted ; 
nevertheless, the article firmly maintains previous rates, with an upward ten- 
dency. At Paris rough Silesian has made 211. 12s. to 211. 16s.; and lead from 
other sources, 211, per ton. 





OPENING OF A NEW AND EXTENSIVE COAL FIELD.—The Barnsley 
seam of coal has just been reached in an entirely new district, at a 
place called Denaby, about seven miles from Doncaster. The shaft, 
which is the deepest in Yorkshire, is rather more than 422 yards 
deep, and the coal, which averages 9 feet in thickness, and of excel- 
lent quality, underlies the magnesian limestone. In reaching the 
coal a bed of fine Cannel, rather more than 1 foot thick, as well as 
other seams, were passed, The work of reaching the Barnsley bed 
occupied rather more than four years, as a great deal of water had 
to be encountered. It may be stated that not a great many years 
since persons engaged in mining operations were of opinion that the 
coal field terminated where the line of the magnesian limestone , 
menced ; but geologists contended that the coal existed under the 
formation, dipping into the east to an extent unexplored. This has 
been proved to be correct by the opening of the colliery on the estate 
of the Duke of NEWCASTLE, at Worksop, and further verified as in the 
present instance. The Denaby Colliery is the property of Messrs. 
PoPE, PEARSON, and BAINES, is well situated for carriage by canal 
and railway, and will give employment, when opened out, to some- 
thing like 500 persons. 





THE Export CoAL TRADE.—The exports of coal from the United 
Kingdom showed in Aug. (for the first time for several months past) 
a certain check, having amounted to 1,026,059 tons, as compared with 
1,077,309 tons in Aug., 1866, and 917,741 tons in Aug., 1865. The ex- 
portsincreased in August to Russia, Sweden, Holland, Italy, Brazil, and 

3ritish India, but declined in every other direction. The shipments 
to France in August amounted to 167,482 tons, as compared with 
168,369 tons in August, 1866, and 137,167 tons in August, 1865. In the 
eight months ending August 31 this year the shipments of coal from 
the United Kingdom footed up to 6,715,439 tons, as compared with 
6,690,349 tons in the corresponding period of 1866, and 6,095,515 tons 
in the corresponding period of 1865. The exports of coal to France 
to Aug. 31 this vear were 1,395,992 tons, as compared with 1,242,493 
tons in the first eight months of 1866, and 1,065,869 tons in the first 
eight months of 1865. The value of the coal exported in August was 
528,0461., as compared with 542,2317. in Aug., 1866, and 431,769/. in 
Aug., 1865 ; and in the eight months ending Aug. 31, 3,469,675. as 
compared with 3,395,655/. to the corresponding date of 1866, and 
2,900,420/, to the corresponding date of 1865. 





THE AUSTRALIAN COAL TRADE.—Some time since, referring to 
this subject in the Journal, it was stated that during the six months 
ending December 31, 1866, the quantity of coal raised and sold from 
the Lambton Colliery (the property of the Scottish Australian Mining 
Company), amounted to 80,172 tons, as against 70,771 tons in the 
corresponding period of 1865, The quantity raised and sold during 
the six months ending June 30, 1867, was 85,149 tons, as against 
72,219 tons in the corresponding period of 1866. As compared with 
the half-year ending Dec., 1864, when the profit realised amounted 
to 35697, upon 44,453 tons, the profit has gradually increased, until 
it has reached 8476/. upon 80,172 tons, the quantity sold during the 
six months ending Dec., 1866. The dividends have also progessively 
increased in the same ratio, having been during the past 18 months 
at the rate of 7} per cent. per annum, From the time the company 
began to work the Lambton Colliery the amount standing to the 
debit of preliminary expenses has been gradually dimished, and is 
now entirely extinguished. It may be mentioned that the above re- 
sult has been obtained from one pit only, and that the second is ex- 
pected to be opened before very long. It has been previously stated 
that the prices of coals in Australia ruled low to the end of 1866, 
since which date a rise of 1s. per ton has been obtained, which, itis 
expected, will bring the profits for the half-year ending June 30 to 
something like 90007,

VENTILATION OF COLLIERIES,—“ J. H.,” writing to the “ Astro- 
Meteoric Journal,’’ says—As Mr. Pearson, author of the work on “Coal Mines, and 
how to Work them with Safety,” says he has * no statistics of the relative cost 
of furnace ventilation as compared with the fan system,’’ [am happy to beable 
tosupply him with some. Furnace ventilation is far more dangerous than fan 
| ventilation, even if they have a dumb drift for the return air to pass over, and 
can get the same quantity of air as the fan.—1. The air is not so regular ; every 
time the furnaceman throws fresh fuel on the fire it causes the air to to comein 
large quantities, and just at that time there is more liability of sparks going into 
the return, although the return is a great distance from the furnace.—2. Every 
time the furnace is cleaned there must bea great slackening of the air, and when 
the fire burns up brisk it mast then draw away the gas that has been accumu- 
lating during the time the furnaceman was clearing the fire, and the furnace 
being at that time fired with greater force it is more liable to emit sparks than 
when fired moderately. Two furnaces would obviate the above, as they could fire 
more briskly one furnace to keep up the regular draught when they are cleaning 
the other. At acolliery which Icould name the heat from the furnace caused 
a wooden frame which was fixed in the upeast to fire and blaze ; so the furnace 
fire at that time had to be nearly put out, that the frame might be got out and 
the fire put out. On another occasion the soot in the shaft took fire, and large 
flakes of soot fell down the shaft. The furnace had again to be nearly put out, 
80 that ail the soot could be removed out of theshaft. Here, again, was a great 
accumulation of gas, and therefore great danger.—3. If a furnace is not very care- 
fully constructed there is great danger of firing the coal near to where they are 
built; they are also apt to fire any coals, boards, cribs, &c., which are in the shaft, 
unless well protected ; and when any repairs are to be done, the furnace is obliged 
to be put nearly ont.—4. Furnaces cannot draw the same quantity of air as fans, 
I believe they might construct fans to draw 200,000 ft. of air per minute, and at 
as little cost as furnaces for fuel. 

Now For Fans.—1. Fans keep theairregular. The viewer and fire- 
men can always tell by counting the strokes of the engine if the fire is right. 
They can hear the engine stroke in the upeast pit bottom, and they can hear 
aboveground by listening to the exhaust steam within a circle of 14 mile round 
it; so that the viewer, if he is in the neighbourhood of the fan, has only to 
count the strokes to ascertain if it is drawing the quantity of air required.— 
2. We could do any repairs in the shaft, without danger, and still have the same 
quantity of air going up.—3. If the upcast is near to the drawing engine and a 
fan erected for ventilation, thecost woald not amount to the sameas the furnace, 





as the stoker for the drawing-engine could look after the fan-engine; conse- 





quently the expense of firemen would bedoueaway with. Butexpense compared 
with the lives of human beings should not be calculated or compared.—4. You 
might pass any amount of gas which may from time to time accumulate in the 
goaves, and which generally has to be removed in large quantities, over the fan 
without any fear of its coming in contact with flame, by misadventure. When 
tubbing (the iron casing for shafts) is used, theaction of the heat, &c., corrodes 
the iron, and in the space of a few years (see Mining Journal, July 9, 1859) scale 
after scale falls off, until it has to be replenished, or you stand a chance of filling 
the pit with water, and probably the lives of some workmen may be sacrificed. 





REPORT FROM SCOTLAND. 

Oct. 2.,—The hope that the price of Pig-Iron would reach 57s. 6d 
a ton before the close of the autumn shipments is being dispelled, 
and now all that the most buoyant expect is that the present price 
will hold during the remainder of the year. These has been even an 
unnatural slackness in the market this week, and prices have receded 
about 3d. a ton, with next to nothingdoing. The shipments are also 
adversely affected, although there is a fair American trade doing, 
having been this week only 13,300 tons, against 15,600 tons in the 
same week of 1866. Market rather firmer to-day, and several trans- 
actions are reported at 54s. cash, closing buyers; sellers, 54s. 14d. 
Makers’ Iron: Gartsherrie, 61s. 6d. ; Coltness, 61s. 6d. ; Glengarnock, 
603.; Langloan, 56s. 6d.; No. 1, g.m.b., 54s. 9d.; No.3, 53s. 9d. The 
makers of second-class brands of merchant iron are still well sup- 
plied with orders, and in some instances we hear of these being 
cancelled, on account of slowness of delivery; but first-class makers 
are open for orders for immediate delivery, and are not fully engaged. 
Shipbuilding iron is lowin price, and in sparing request. A local con- 
temporary complains that not less than from 20,000 to 30,000 men 
connected with the engineering, iron shipbuilding, and boiler-making 
trades on the Clyde are at present out of employment; but this must 
be an exaggeration; for these trades, though dull, have at least two- 
thirds of their number actively employed. The change in the wea- 
ther is increasing the demand for household coal, and with a fair trade 
in shipping quotations prices are becoming stiffer. It was intended 
that an advance should have takeawpTace on most qualities yesterday, 
but, after consideration, the old quotations were continued. The ex- 
ports for the week were 34,675 tons, against 30,830 tons in the same 
week of last year. Of the finer descriptions of gas coal, we learn that 
Russtll’s Boghead can be bought, at per ton, for 43s. 6d. ; Shotts, 
38s. 6d.; Overton, 30s. ; Lesmahagow, 30s.; and Rochsoles, 25s. 6d. 
Ordinary shipping coals from 6s, 6d. to 10s. per ton. 

The colliery engines belonging to Mr. Robert Addie, Langloan 
Works, were inspected this year by Mr. David Rowan,who also awarded 
the prizes to the successful enginemen. The effect of this annual in- 
spection tells throughout the year on the care and working of the 
engines, and great pains are evidently taken by the enginemen with 
their machinery in order that they may gain a prize. 

Last Friday another (the third) party of Hillhead and Gouchalland 
(Ayrshire) miners were brought before the Sheriff at Kilmarnock, charged with 
breach of contract, inasmuch as they had deserted their employment without 
giving thefourteen days’ notice required by the rules of those collieries ; and as 
they had been twice previously warned, the Sheriff immersed the delinquent in 
the full penalty imposed by the new Masters and Servants Act, 201. each, with 
50s. costs. The [complainers agreed to stay the enforcement of the penalty in 
the event of the men returning to their pits, and working their fourteen days of 
warning, which they did on Monday, after which the strike will, in all proba- 
bility, be again resumed. On Sunday last a Cornish miner, named John Bray, 
was apprehended on a charge of deserting his wife and children. 

Of the launches during the week, which were not numerous, we no- 
tice a screw-steamer, named the Blonde, for Messrs. Weatherby and Mead, of 
London ; she is intended for the London and Dunkirk trade. Also another screw, 
of 2128 tons, British measurement, and 300-horse power nominal, named the 
Berlin, for the Bremen and Baltimore service. 








REPORT FROM MONMOUTH AND SOUTH WALES, 


Oct, 3.—At the Quarterly Meeting of Ironmasters, after a very brief 
discussion, a resolution was passed unanimously to re-confirm the old 
scale of prices, a result generally anticipated in this district; and, in 
the present state of the trade, it would have been exceedingly unwise 
to have adopted any other course. The trade, as is well known, has 
been extremely dull during the past three months, and list quotations 
have not been obtained, except in very rare instances, even by the 
best makers. Should prices be better maintained for the quarter 
just entered upon, of which there is a fair probability, that will be 
evidence of some degree of improvement in the demand, both on 
foreign and home account. The Russian season is almost at its close, 
and engagements are being rapidly completed. It must be admitted 
that the Muscovite empire has for many months past been an excel- 
lent customer, but not before next spring will trade with that country 
recommence aguin, and indications are not wanting that there will 
be rather heavy requirements in the market for railway iron. From 
America orders are a little more numerous, and it is not improbable 
that the exports to the States for the remaining months of the year 
will somewhat increase. There is also likely to be an increasing en- 
quiry from the British American possessions, more particularly if the 
Intercolonial railway should be proceeded with. On Indian account 
there are no fresh contracts of importance in the market, but the suc- 
cess of the railway system in that portion of our dominions will, no 
doubt, lead to a further increase of business with that quarter. There 
is no change to note in continental requirements. It is generally 
agreed that the next Session of Parliament will be an exceedingly 
barren one, so far as new railway schemes at home are concerned, but 
considerable supplies will be required by the leading companies for re- 
newals, and already they havecommenced making purchases. Buyers 
continue to enter engagements rather more freely for the miscellane- 
ous descriptions, There is a tolerably ready sale for pig-iron, the 
cold-blast makes selling without difficulty. For Tin-Plates the de- 
mand continues good, the works, as a rule, being fully employed, and 
there are no stocks in the hands of makers, 

The Steam Coal Trade has attained a degree of vitality to which it 
has been a stranger for some considerable time past, exports to the 
foreign markets, more especially tothe East, being pushed forward 
with considerable activity and vigour. The increased demand has 
not yet caused proprietors to attempt underselling, a practice often 
resorted to ou similar occasions, ‘The Abyssinian expedition has, 
undoubtedly, given that impetus to the trade it so much needed ; and 
during the remaining months of the year there is a reasonable pro- 
bability that the exports will show a considerable increase over the 
corresponding period of last year. The efforts made to induce mer- 
chants and colliery proprietors to send their coal for shipment to 
Birkenhead are not likely to turn out so successful as expected. The 
stimulus given to the coal shipping trade at that place has led to con- 
siderable discussion in the trade as to the facilities and accommodation for 
loading coal cargoes in tue Birkenhead Docks. As the trade did not feel satisfied 
with the present arrangements, they memorialised the Maxey Docks and Harbour 
Board, who have replied to the memorial to the effect that if the coal tips and 
appliances for loading coal were judiciously used they were quite equal to any 
demand likely to arise, even under a pressure like that recently experienced. 
It is contended that the dock accommodation for coal vessels is insufficient, and 
that several vessels have left Birkenhcad in consequence of their being unable to 
obtain berths quickly, and have gone elsewhere to load, some of them having 
proceeded to the Welsh ports, from which places they have been able to sail in 
something like a reasonabie time. For house qualities there is a fair coasting 
demand, and quotations are tolerably well maintained, 

A change is about to take place in the management of the Llynvi 
Works, Mr. G. P. Hubbuck, the present manager, being about toretire. The 
New Clydach Sheet and Bar-iron Works, Abergavenny, are announced for sale. 

In the Rhondda Valley the colliers are rather difficult to manage, 
“turn-outs ” being often resorted to under the most trivial cireum- 
stances, and this has led to the introduction of a number of Cornish 
miners. Considerable credit is due to the proprietors for the manner 
in which they have acted, as the old hands have been by this time 
fully convinced that the collieries can be carried on without their 
assistance, and the probability is that a large number of them will 
have to seek employment in some other locality, 

The Hirwain Coal and Iron Company (Limited) held a meeting at 
Hirwain, near Aberdare, for the purpose of rescinding certain Articles of Asso- 
ciation, and substituting others instead thereof.

THE TIN-PLATE TRADE.—The quarterly meeting of the members 
of the trade was held at the Bell Hotel, Gloucester, on Wednesday, 
Mr. Woodruffe, of the Machen Works, Monmouthshire, in the chair. 
There was a good attendance of makers, and buyers were represented 
by Phelps, James, and Co., Liverpool; Nash and Co,, Liverpool ; 
Von Dadelzen and North, London; Mitchell, &ec. The accounts re- 
ceived from the various works show that stocks in the hands of ma- 
nufacturers are exceedingly low—in fact, at many establishments 
there are really no stock of plates whatever. The orders on the books are toler- 
ably good, the works being, as a rule, well employed, and makers have had no 
difficulty in keeping their hands together. From the markets of the United 
States there is a fair enquiry, and the opinion prevailed among those present 
that the Americans were likely to continue large customers for plates. From 
the other foreign markets there is a full average demand. On home account 
purchases are made with freedom, and prospects are considered encourag- 
ing as to the future. After considerable discussion it was unanimously resolved 
that list quotations should remain the same as for last quarter—30s, per box for 
charcoal IC, delivered at Liverpool, and other qualities in proportion. Refer- 
ence was made to the Factories Extension Act, and it was generally agreed that 
its operations would not affect the tin-plate trade to the extent at first antici- 
pated. The members, as usual, dined together after the meeting. 


ForREsT OF DEAN.—The same hopeful state characterises the iron 
trade of the Forest ; the beginning orending of quarters apparently make no dif- 
ference to it. Forsometime past this has been demonstratively so, and now that 
a new quarter has commenced in the annals of King Iron, there is no scarcity 
whatever of orders in the pig-iron department.

TRADES UNIONS AND FREE LABOUR—YORKSHIRE AND DERBY- 
SHIRE MINERS.,—At the concluding meeting of the National Trades 
Alliance, held at Preston last week, the present position of the miners 
of South Yorkshire and Derbyshire was freely commented on, of course 
greatly to the disadvantage of the latter, whilst the idea of free la- 
bour was ridiculed and condemned. But before adopting the views 
of the delegates, it would be well to have in review the actual state 
of things in the two counties. In South Yorkshire it must be ad- 
mitted that the men have become the masters of the situation, and 
have been able to dictate theirown terms. They have fixed the rate 
of wages, and limited the working hours to eight perday. The ques- 
tion, then, is how has the power thus obtained affected the trade? 
With a large and very valuable field of coal, only slightly developed and scarcely 
defined, it is an established fact that the quauatity of coal raised in Yorkshire 
has not by any means kept pace with other district less advantageously situated, 
although the mining population has greatly increased. Ten years ago the mines 
of Yorkshire produced more than one-eighth of all the coal raised in the king- 
dom, but last year, with a larger demand than was ever known before, it was 
credited with less than one-tenth. With the great strength attained by the 
Union, and the comparative powerlessness of the masters, the cause of such a 
falling off is well deserving of the attention of the leaders of the Miners’ Union, 
no less than of the colliery proprietors. In another respect also Yorkshire, the 
southern part in particular, dves not appear to great advantage when compared 
with other places. Although there are some very large works in it, there are 
very few schools provided by the employers for the children of their workpeople, 
or institutious or reading-rooms for the adults themselves. The reason, no doubt, 
is that in the relation which exists between the workman and his employer the 
latter has no great incentive for any large outlay for educational purposes, 
owing to diminished profits from the limitation of the quantity of coal raised, as 
well as from other cognate causes. On the other hand, in Derbyshire, at 
Staveley, Clay Cross, and other places, there are excellent schools, reading- 
rooms, mechanics’ institutes, and even hospitals, provided for the workpeople 
and their children. But then the Union is powerless in Derbyshire, and, so far, 
has been defeated whenever it has manifested itself. And as a result the trade 
in all thecoal districts is rapidly increasing, new collieries are being opened out 
in every direction, and towns rising almost as fast as those improvised by 
Potemkin himself. It is true that in one corner of the county some 500 hands 
| are out, because Mr. Brown, who was so signally defeated in the northern dis- 

trict, is desirous of providing himself with a permanent berth in the southern. 
| But as such men as the Marquis of Hastings, and the other proprietors at Swad- 
| lincote and Newhill, have declined for six months past to employ Union men, 
| they are not now likely to give way. Of the great advantage of belonging to a 
} Union to men of ability, and who desire to rise, a strong instance was adduced 
a short time since by Mr. Markham, of Staveley, who stated that Mr. William 





Fairbairn, of Manchester, at the outset of his career went to work in a Union 
establishment, but as he had not served his apprenticeship to the trade, the 
men turned him out of shop after shop, until he had to take refuge in a non- 
Union one. So that if the Union could have had its way, the great talents of 
Mr. Fairbairn would have been lost to the country. Another notable instance 
is that of the present resident viewer at Staveley, Mr. Campbell, who, by not 
belonging to a Union, was obliged at one time to work as a plate-layer’s la- 
bourer. With all the advantages which the South Yorkshire Miners’ Union 
may claim, the free labour of Derbyshire, there can be very little doubt, will be 
found of the most advantage to the working man, and those who desire to rise 
and be free from the dominance of men who desire to destroy the liberty of 
both employer and employed. 








REPORT FROM NORTH AND SOUTH STAFFORDSHIRE, 

Oct, 3.—Next week the Quarterly Meetings of the Iron Trade will 
be held at Birmingham and Wolverhampton. It is vain to speculate 
whether they will reveal any new feature in the trade. At presentit 
may be said to present no perceptible change. Both in North and 
South Staffordshire there is more doing than there was three months 
ago, and even in the demand for plates, which have formed the 
great exception to the improvement in the demand, there is, perhaps, 
seme indications of recovery. Whilst, however, there has been pro- 
gress, it must not be supposed that the trade is active, or hardly 
moderately good. A considerable further impetus would be neces- 
| sary to make it brisk, but looking to the general depression of the 

commerce of the whole country, the Iron Trade cannot be said to 
be exceptionally dull, probably it is above the average of the trades 
;}of the country. In several branches of the Hardware Trades of 
| South Staffordshire complaints are made of slackness. 
The great excitement in South Staffordshire this week has been the 
| Church Congress, which has met at Wolverhampton. The visitors 
have had opportunities of inspecting mines and ironworks, and to- 
night upwards of 3000 persons, of whom half were working men, 
have met in the Agricultural Hall, and have applauded to the echo 
addresses from bishops, breathing the most earnest sympathy for the 
| men who toil with their hands. The church dignitaries from Ame- 
rica, and from various parts of England, will no doubt go away with 
the impression that, however black the adjacent country is, its inha- 
| bitants are none the less open than those of pleasanter localities té 
warm-hearted appeals, and to the touch of tender sympathy. 

A correspondent of the Wining Journal last week seems to lay down 
the principle that a Mine Inspector should only take proceedings 
against offenders against the Mines Inspection Act after giving 
notice to the offenders. Now, a good deal has been said as to the 
necessity for more Inspectors and more inspection, and itis complained 
that owners and managers are seldom punished for neglect, so as to 
prevent accidents, but usually only after accidents have occurred. 
If, however, notice must always precede punishment, the Inspectors 
| would become the agents of the owners, and their number would have 
| to be increased very greatly. It is not long since the danger of un- 

feaced pits was a constantcry in South Staffordshire, and the evil is 
yet far from being remedied. Probably the effect of a fine published 
to the world would be equal to a month spent in inspecting the dis- 
trict with a view to discover other cases of similar neglect, Between 
those who are insisting for a stricter observance of the regulations 
provided, and those who object to any action, Inspectors have a hard 
| time of it, supposing they make it their study to please everyone. 
| The North Staffordshire Coal and Ironmasters’ Association Quar- 
| terly Meeting was held at Stoke-upon-Trent on Thursday, Mr. Fred, 
Wragge, Chairman, presiding. The subject of prices was discussed, 
but no alteration was made. Nothing of any particular interest as 
to the condition of the trade transpired. The various branches were 
said to be in much the same state as the reports which have appeared 
lately have indicated. Various Acts of Parliament passed during 
the late session, and affecting the trade, either directly or indirectly, 
were discussed, and resolutions respecting them were come to, but 
we are informed they were not of public interest,

REPORT FROM NORTHUMBERLAND AND DURHAM. 

Oct. 1.—There is nothing very remarkable to report : on the whole, 
the Coal and Iron Trades continue to improve, the latter certainly 
rather slowly, but it is hoped that the iron trade and all its branches 
will shortly be brisk, and the works well employed. 

Several manufacturers on the north side of the Tyne have been sum- 
moned lately for the smoke nuisance, and have also in some instances been fined. 
It is well known that some of them have used every means in their power to pre- 
vent this nuisance, but withont the willing co-operation of the firemen who ate 

| tend to their furnaces it fs quite impossible to comply with the Act. Mr. Milvain, 
one of the magistrates in Newcastle, remarked, on one of the cases, that the 
fault often lay with the firemen, who carelessly made up the fires, and said he 
hoped the day was not far distant when the firemen would be bronght up and 
punished, and not the masters. This we believe is a very judicious proposal, 
and until something of the kind is tried the smoke nuisance wil! most certainly 
remain. The matter, although not entirely, is to a great extent in the hands 
of the fireman, and upon his carefully working the fire success or failure in pre- 
venting the formation of smoke very much depends. Either themen ought tobe 
fined who neglect all proper precantion, or rewards might be offered for those 
who produced the least quantity of smoke. 

The case of Wortley v. Frazer and Co, again came up for hearing 
at Gateshead on Taesday. The proceedings were very lengthy and desultory, 
and Mr. Brewis tried hard to get the case out of the jurisdiction of the magis- 
trates, under the provisions of the new Masters and Servants Act, but in this he 
entirely failed. It would appear, according the elaborate exposition of the Act 
given by Mr. W. L. Harle, the magistrates’ clerk, that the jurisdiction of the 
magistrates under the new Act remains as before.

It isvery compact and simple in its construction, and will hole very hard 
coal at the rate of 12 yards per hour, and that in a way closely resembling the 
hand of the workman ; {talso by means of compressed airserves to ventilate the 
mine. Asan instance of the length of time which it takes for an invention of 
this kind to become matured, we may mention that the famous John Wilkinson 
invented similar machines 70 years ago, which he called ‘Iron Men,’ but which, 
in consequence of the prejudice of the miners, fell into disuse.”’ 


APPARATUS FOR LOWERING SHIPS’ ANCHORS,—At the recent meet- 
ing of the Liverpool Polytechnic Society Mr. J. T. King exhibited and explained 
a modelof Capt. JACKSON’S apparatus for lowering and letting go ships’ anchors.

THE POLYPHANT QUARRIES, 
NEAR LAUNCESTON, CORNWALL. 


These quarries are now opened and in full work on strata of great thickness 
and depth, and as extensions may be obtained into the adjoining lands, the 
works are practically inexhaustible. The stone is beautiful in appearance and 
excellent in quality; it has been used in the mullions, coigns, pillars, and carved

It is geologically a massive greenstone, allied to serpentine, capable of manu- 
facture into chimney pieces, fonts, and all articles of ornamental and useful 
stone-work. It is also especially adapted to ecclesiastical and civil architec- 
tural ornamentation. 

These quarries are continuous with the old Polyphant Quarries, which were 
worked between the 10th and 15th centuries, and from which immense quan- 
tities of stone were raised and sold down to a recent period, and the produce of 
this property needs only the advantage of transit (now in course of being pro- 
vided) to obtain general use. 

The railway to Launceston, now opened, affords an easy carriage of the stone 
to Plymouth, London, and other places, and the continuation of the intended 
line to the West, and a station to be erected within a mile of the estate, will 
complete the required facilities.
